Judge Omy, of Uto United States su- 
preme court , line just sustained the action 
of Collector Beard, of Boston, in classify- 
ing common goat hair w ith second class 
wool, and nmkuig it dutiable therefore 
at twelvo cents per pound. 

In commenting on this decision Tho 
American Wool and Cotton Reporter, 
edited by a moderate protectionist, says 
in i~* isauo of Sept. 33: 

"Of course the cou'.t did not consider 
whether this duty of 500 to 000 per cent 
upon tho |mui«T goat hair of Bombay or 
Russia is absurd or the reverse. The 
court simply decided that under the 
phraseology of the McKinley bill all 
goat hair comes within the provisions of 
class 9 at the wool schedule, anil is 
therefore dutiable nt twelve cents per 
pound. Under the tariff law which was 
i:i force previous to tho pjtsfage of the 
pttkv act this hair uia f*-*** nt 

"As the law reads, thebairof a primi- 
tive Russian or Bomltay goat, worth two 
cents i«r pound, is dutiable at twelve 
cents j>or pound, while tlio wool of a 
primitive shoep at 83 per cent. nd valorem 
miglit got in at tlirco cents per pound or 
Ices. 

•The supreme court lias decided upon 
the exact leading of the law, and it has 
reached a decision that must lie con- 
ceded ns correct hy every person who In- 
terprets tho Imv os It stands, anil not as 
it should bo from a commercial or eco- 
nomical standpi dnt 
"Tho fact that the law lmpc*** a duty 
of twelve cents jut pound upon an arti- 
cle tho commercial value of which Is 
from two to three cents jicr pound, and 
which lias heretofore come in free of 
duty, has no bearing upon tho ipiestion. 
The McKinley schedule is replete with 
these Inconsistencies, and a cheo study 
of the measure and the methods em- 
ployed In < >ni lmc',in;f it will show that 
tliteo seeming at nr lilies and ridicnloas 
feat ui • s did not t in by chance, hut 
w* .-.• < ! . *i!yd*v; • d s-.-hi nice of meu 
.- \ ’. *. t'y v. 'anted aud were 
•t Ti'p'.n its in n lu lling for It. And 
it i* this feature of li.o McKinley bill 
that has ca-t odium upon It and has cost 
the Republican party a large number of 
voters." 

It so 'ms absurd to talk about twelve 
cents per pound duty on common goat 
hair, ai.d yi>t this is the luv>- aud there is 
no escupo from it. 

"Tlie Old ) wool growers have gained 
their i*dnt, but we foil to Sts) where It 
can benefit them in tho slightest. It is 
hardly probable that they contemplate 
dablishing a common goat industry, 
aov is it at til probable that the 
• adusiou of foreign goat huir will 
appreciably increase tho demand for 
wool— certainly not domestic wool 
It is a 1 r.lihip which fulls heavily 
upon carpet manufacturers, and also 
upon consumers of low grade carpet- 
ings. and is of no man - rial benefit to any 
ono. A duty of twelvo cents jwr pound 
on goat hair is nonsensical; it means ab- 
solute prohibition, and thut is what the 
framers of that portion eff tho tariff law 
Aimed at." 

It is not surprising that, understand- 
ing ns it does how the wool schedule 
was concocted, The American Wool and 
Cotton Reporter, protectionist though it 
is, has e*uuq^ oyt in favor of free wool 
and dares to suy that the McKinley bill 
is not perfect.

The Superior Court last wet k r n- 
dered a decision in tho case of tho 
Commonwealth vs Diss A Robert- 
son. The grand jury returned 
thirty indictment* against these dis- 
tillers, chargit g th -ra with violating 
tho local option law. lly agreement 
one of the cesea wi* tikcn to the 
Superior Court, und during the pen 
tlency ol that c-sc iu that court the 
distillers refrained fiom selling 
liquor by the cjnn:t The tuperitr 
court reverses tho judgement ol 
Judge Giv> ns in fining the < 1 . stiller* 
lor violat ng the law. Tho follow- 
ing is the decision ol tho Superior 
Court : 

‘ First— The local option law does 
not becom i operative in any county 
or district which ha* voted in favor 
of putting it into operation until 
a:ter the entry upon tlm records o! 
the County C urt of the certificate 
of the examining hoard a* to the re- 
sult of the vote. And an entry ot 
the certificate by the clerk in viola- 
tion of nu injunction prohibiting 
him trom mating the entry lias no 
effect, and tho law can uot, therefore 
become operative by virtue ol such 
an eutry. And this is true although 
the clerk acted in obedience to an 
order of the judge of the County 
Court, the judge us w« 11 as the clerk 
having been enjoined. Nor is it ma- 
terial that they were not enjoined 
as judge and clerk, a* the injunction 
operated upon the. n ns persons and 
not as officers, and was properly so 
directed, 

“Second— Even il an order strik- 
ing an injunction suit from thodork 
et is to he trout I as dissolving the 
injunction an appeil from the order 
with suptrsodoas continues the in- 
junction in force.”.
